In the Greater Number of Churches
of the City the Festival of the
Birth of the Saviour Was Observed
Yesterday—Tha Bervices Were En-
vlched by the Rendition of Musical
Programmes of Unusual Excel-
lence—Churches Were Also Very
Lavishly Decorated.

In most In-
atinees there wag specinl music both
morning and evening, but the evening
programmes were the most elahorate,
All the central elty churches were well
fillled and only the disagreenbla weather
prevalling at night prevented  them
from being erowded,

night at the Elm Park church, given
under the divection of J. Alfred I'en-
nington, surpaseed any ever previously
given in o church famous for musleal
programmes, Prof. Pennington I8 gen-
crally recognized as one of the fore-
maosgt musicians in the ity and he add-
e new laurels to his crown by lust
night's gervies, for the suceess of which
he had Inhored for woeeks,
